Telxon' s POS-5000 POSX-press terminal includes a touch screen menu 
display with an electronic signature capture feature for credit sales. It 
uses an add-on scanner and communicates over narrow-band and 
spread- spectrum networks. 

Teklogix 's two devices are an RF network controller with up to seven 
channels, each able to communicate with a host of equipment, and a small, 
1.7 -lb. hand-held RF terminal for warehouse and inventory management 
applications . 

Multimedia communication system. VF Corp., an apparel manufacturer, 
has developed MRIS (Market Response Information System) that uses video 



conferencing technology anrf computers and information sof CTrare from IBM for 
real-time transmission of live-action video and graphic data between the 
vendor and retailers. 

VF said many retailers were interested in the technology and it was 
discussing installing MRIS with a number of customers. 

Point-Of -Sale systems. Hewlett-Packard and Fujitsu Systems of America 
are integrating the HP 9000 Series 800 in- store processor with FSA's 
Atrium9000 POS line to provide an open-architecture UNIX-based POS system. 
The two vendors are jointly marketing and supporting the combined system. 
The agreement is part of HP's drive expanding its OpenSTORE store 
automation technology. 

On its own, HP announced support of IBM's industry- standard Token Ring 
networking protocol, providing integration of all HP RISC-based with IBM's 
local -area network technology.

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NEW YORK - Interactive kiosks and " wireless store " equipment, two 
futuristic technologies, were among the newer retail technology products 
manufacturers featured at the Business and Equipment Expo held as part of 
the annual National Retail Federation convention. 

A few products, in fact, were being piloted by retailers prior to 
their introduction at the exposition. 

The NRF, meanwhile:) began offering a new member service, SpecNet, a 
telephone program supplied by MCI Telecommunications Corp. It provides 
discounts ranging to 30% to retailers that use any of these MCI services: 
MCI Vnet, MCI Vision, MCI 800 and/or MCI Private Line. The program includes 
a 6% cash refund from NRF based on total net monthly telephone volume, 
with additional discounts available based on large volume usage and term 
commitments . 

More than three dozen retailers already have signed up for SpecNet, 
including Lechters, NHD Stores, S&K Famous Brands and Oshman's Sporting 
Goods . 

A rundown of the exposition's technology developments includes the 
following : 

Interactive kiosks. IBM and Siemens Nixdorf demonstrated terminals 
that were already being tested or deployed by retailers. 

Kmart was testing five kiosks from IBM (and its partner DCI Marketing) 
in three Detroit stores (see story page 2) as information terminals. One of 
Kmart* s objectives was to see if the kiosks improve customer service and 
thereby boost sales. 

Two retailers are using Siemens Nixdorf ' s kiosks for different 
applications. Lechmere has purchased 14 terminals as Lechmere Express 
Self-Service Centers, through which customers order and pay for 
merchandise, retrieving the goods at the store 's pickup desk. 
Montgomery Ward is testing Ward Service Express credit kiosks in six 
stores. Shoppers can obtain credit information and make payments through 
the terminals. 

Wireless store . Symbol Technologies, Telxon and Teklogix 
introduced new radio frequency devices, expanding retailers' options in 
choosing mobile equipment that can communicate within a store using RF 
technology, rather that using hard-wired terminals. 

Symbol and Telxon each showed full-function, portable POS terminals 
which include magnetic stripe credit card readers and receipt printers. 
The RF units allow salesclerks to process a sale anywhere in a store . 

Symbol's 2-lb. unit has a built-in scanner and removable hand-held 
scanner/RF terminal that communicates on the vendor's Spectrum One RF 
network. Separately, Symbol has issued a 30 -page booklet, The Wireless 
Store , The Strategic Environment for Retailing' s Future. 

Telxon* s POS-5000 POSX-press terminal includes a touch screen menu 
display with an electronic signature capture feature for credit sales. It 
uses an add-on scanner and communicates over narrow-band and 
spread-spectrum networks. 

Teklogix' s two devices are an RF network controller with up to seven 
channels, each able to communicate with a host of equipment, and a small, 
1.7 -lb. hand-held RF terminal for warehouse and inventory management 
applications . 

Multimedia communication system. VF Corp., an apparel manufacturer, 
has developed MRIS (Market Response Information System) that uses video 
conferencing technology and computers and information software from IBM for 
real-time transmission of live-action video and graphic data between the 



*vendor and retailers. 

VF said many retailers were interested in the technology and it was 
discussing installing MRIS with a number of customers. 

Point-Of -Sale systems. Hewlett-Packard and Fujitsu Systems of America 
are integrating the HP 9000 Series 800 in- store processor with FSA's 
Atrium9000 POS line to provide an open-architecture UNIX-based POS system. 
The two vendors are jointly marketing and supporting the combined system. 
The agreement is part of HP's drive expanding its OpenSTORE store 
automation technology. 

On its own, HP announced support of IBM's industry- standard Token Ring 
networking protocol, providing integration of all HP RISC-based with IBM's 
local -area network technology. HP already supports the two other LANs, FDD I 
and Ethernet/802.3. 

VeriFone introduced Gemstore Diamond Retailer that integrates a POS 
registers, electronic funds transfer terminal and printer into one system 
tailored for small chains. The system also generates a variety of sales and 
financial reports. 

Scanners. This POS equipment, now de rigueur for all retailers, 
continues to be refined, with Welch Allyn introducing Scanteam 3000, a 
hand-held scanner based on solid state CDD imaging technology that can be 
operated either automatically, motion activated or manual triggered. 

Taking a dif f ereiit: : " tack, NCR debuted the 7890 Presentation Scanner, a 
hands-free upright reader with a dense laser scanning pattern that doesn't 
require positioning or orienting of merchandise for scanning. The portable 
scanner can be positioned in a variety of way. 

Security tags. Security Tag Systems has developed J Tag as an 
anti-shoplifting device for costume jewelry and Inktags and Inkmates as 
apparel EAS (Electronic Article Surveillance) tags that break and spread 
two dyes if forceable removed. The two security systems are removed at the 
point-of-sale with detachers. 

3M has shrunk the size of its 1-inch square QuadraTag price/security 
marker to .6 inches by .94 inches, making it the smallest combination price 
tag and security marker on the market. The tags now can be printed in a 
store using any number of off-the-shelf terminal transfer printers. 

Video service. Muzak introduced ZTV's Retail Channel, a combination of 
music videos, fashion, sports, cartoons and lifestyle shorts. Five separate 
programs are available for different demographic groups. 
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
